How the FaYorlte Wc«l« ore Manufac- 


tured—Intent ting Information. 


Mr. F. H. Meyer, formerly a cigar- 


maker in Havana, gives considerable 
interesting 
information 
concerning 


Havana cigars and how they aro made. 
Mobile, although so near to Havana, ia 
very different in her 
cigar-making 


methods, and Mr. Meyer's statement 
will doubtless be read with inlerest. 


"Any person may become a manu- 


facturer ill Havana alter olit lining a 
license from the government. 
K;ieh 


manufacturer has a trade-mark or as 
many trade-marks as ho wishes, bill he 
alone is entitled lo u.-c; them. 
Small 


manufacturers have no brand or trade- 
mark, but work for the other fuanufac- 
turcrs. 
When a brand is placed upon 


the market it usually goes for a very 
small price, but as it increases in pop- 
ular favor the price rises rapidly. 
Im- 


mense profits are mado by tlie owners 
of well-known brands. 
If a manufac- 


turer of a well-known brand desires to 
retire he can dispose- of the brand at a 
considerable price. 
Sometimes, how- 


over, ho prefers to furnish a poor class 
of cigars at high prices uutil the brand 
falls into disrepute aud 
no 0110 wants 


the cigars. 


"The manufacture is chiolly carried 


on in Havana, and the manufacturers 
are Spaniards or Creoles. Tho cigar- 
makers aro of all classes, Creoles, 
Spaniards, colored people, and ne- 
groes. 
Many of the latter are slaves, 


but there is not much profit in their 
labor, as a good slave cigar-maker 
costs from S7UO to §1,000, and then ho 
must be fed and clothed. 
Sometimes 


h* )• ill, of course, aud at other times 
lie runs uway and his master never 
sws Wnj again. As a class, the cigar- 
makers form the roughest and most 
miserable at 
I he whole population. 


Their bohaviwr i* regulated by tho good 
or the poor yield of the tobacco crop. 
If Iho yield is good aiul abundant, there 
is hardly a way to manage the men 
properly, as a great want of workmen 
is felt. 
If, on the other baud, tho crop 


iii poor, there arc plenty of hands, and 
with the reduction of wages they be- 
comti tractable. 
lu Hush times, tho 


manufacturer who oilers the largest 
advance of jvagcs obtains the greatest 
number of tumls. 
The system of 


making advance* ,:t also of great dam- 
•lis,'e to thu manufacturer, as he loses 
large sunn in that way_, 
Tho cigar- 


makers who cannot or vtity not repay 
are thrown into prison. Soni^'-imes so 
many men arc thus locked up that tho 
scarcity at hands is severely felt by tlio 
manufacturers. Anqthcr nuisance con- 
sisls in having to pay off the hands 
three times :i day, Oct breakfast, dinner, 
and night. 


"The most renowued ;nia.nufacturc.rs 


chiolly make their eiears smaller than 
the standard si/.es. Tliu .cigar-maker, 
when a.t work, jjiw More him t: wood- 
en modiil <of the cigar he is expected to 
make. 
He lias also a flat piece of wood 


with a hole in it, through which tho 
cigar can be drawn. In making a ci- 
gar, the workman has two or three 
pieces of leaf and places them flat in 
his hand; ho then lakes :irt many small 
pieces as may be required, rolls them 
altogether in his hand and finally ap- 
plies tho wrapper, ins cuiui aim ja tu 
cover tho veins or place them all on 
one side. 
By success iu achieving this 


the good operator can bo recognised. 
Thelicads of tho cigars aro not fasten- 
ed with gum orany other similar sticky 
substance, but simply by white bread. 
This bread the workman carries with 
him. 
The taste can hardly bo noticed 


iu the cigars. 
The most skillful hands 


use nothing at all to fasten tho ends, 
but .secure thorn by many twistiugs 
tha,L wind into each other. This re- 
quire* moro lime, however, and is 
chieilypoeliced with line cigars. 


"Tiie *juoker would hardly enjoy his 


cigar if lie were to see it in process of 
maim failure. .Should you see the dirty 
nc^ro working amid tho uuclcaulincss 
of many of tlui faeLories, where much 
tobacco is lying ua .the ground and fre- 
quently coming iu Contact with tho 
spittle and naked feat of tho workmen, 
you would feel a strong dflsirc to Jot 
the cigar alone. 


"All persons employed in a factory 


smoko as much as they want. In th]» 
evening the workman takes at least 
six cigars homo with him, and these so 
taken aro not tho worst, as you may 
imagine, 
Nono of them consider it 


stealing to take cigars or tobacco with 
them. 
Although i:u'g.o thefts often oc- 


cur, the police nev«r interfere. 
If tho 


proprietor makes complaint, ho must 
not forget to mention that he does not 
expect to havo any of tho stolen goods 
returned, but only desires tho discov- 
ery of tho thiof. 
In case ho should 


wish to recover the goods the expense 
would amount to two or three times 
tho value of them. The working bourn 
aro twelve hours a day, winter and 
summer. 
Every lii'ty cigars made by a 


workman are bound together, tho finest 


beiug placed on the outside, 
tho veins on tho inside. Tho 


.. jor of bundles depends upon how 
^<f (jio-ars a man can make in a day.

'\Vitliin tho last live years wall deco- 


ration has advanced with rapid strides, 
and enormous prices are now paid for 
the interior decoration of houses. 
In 


fact, the interior decoration of a mod- 
ern house sometimes exceeds in cost 
the building and material of the house 
itself. 


A gentleman who has one of the finest 


houses in Jersey City went to a first- 
class interior decoration house in tho 
city a short time ago.

"Now, why is this so? I'll tell you 


why. Wo Yankees aro the direct de- 
scendants of the purest representatives 
of tho Anglo-Saxons that ever came to 
this country.

,ng about this instrument, whichmakes 
one cling to it. I havo known many a 
man ruin himself for lifo by joining a 
arass band when he was young. 
One 


instance I will cite: A young follow, a 
jeweler, in a small city, became in- 
fatuated with the trombone. Ho would 
sit for hours iu the back part of his 
store and play that horn, while custom- 
ers wcro allowed to go neglected. Tho 


d of which ho was a member was 


always in trouble and succeeded in dis- 
banding every few months. It mado no 
difference; his practice wont on just tho 
same. Finally ho. had to sell out his 
Business, aftor losing $7,000 cash, and 
is now working by tho day, but he still 
remains with tho trombone, and is an 
cxcellant player. 
1 asked him ono day 


why ho did not quit it and attend to 
ais business, but he only looked up and 
smiled as he asked mo why 1 didu't 
quit it." 


•Is it dilliciilt to form a band?" 
'With raw material it is very dilli- 


ctilt. You can't teach one mail at a 
time, because it would . bo too slow 
work and cost too much money. 
They 


have to all learn together, and unless a 
man knows a little about music iu ad- 


to iind 1114 right persons for the differ- 
ent iuslrnmenls. 
They have to spend 


months learning, only to lind that they 
arc not fitted for tho instrument as- 
signed them, and have lo change and 
learn all over ngain. 
Bands which 


learn in this way do not generally 
make a success in music. They engage 
a poor band-master generally, and do 
do not keep him any longer than to 
learn them the simple rudiments. Then 
they attempt to go it alone. 
Why, I 


have seen bands wbk'h had been play- 
ing together for years 
and 
never 


thought of tuning their instruments. 
The result was discords without num- 
bers, and no one could tell why the dis- 
cords wore made. You sec, the average 
person thinks a horn is tuned iu tbe 
manufactory and cannot change in 
tone. 
This is a great error. 
Another 


great error bands fall into is blowing 
loud. I have seen a band of eleven 
pieces make noise enough for twenty- 
two. 
They go ou the principle that 


loud music drowns the errors. 
This 


may be true in one respect, but it also 
prevents true harmony. A band lo 
make sweet music must play as care- 
fully as if it was an orchestra." 


"What about tho cost of brass instru- 


ments?" . 


"Well, a good band of twenty-two 


or twenty-three persons can be fur- 
nished for less than §1,000 and tho in- 
struments will bo of good quality. The 
best kind is tho plain brass, as it in- 
jures 
the tone to plate them with 


either silver or nickel."

Ages nL'o the sun saw the beginnings 


of tennis. It is not quite certain wheth- 
er it was on the banks of tho Nile or 
tho Ganges, or at Nineveh; but some- 
where this same sun saw a group of 
half-naked, bronze-limbed youngsters 
throwing balls or dried gourds back 
aud forth, using their hands for bats, 
and doubtless having quito as much 
fun, 
after a barbarous fashion, as wo 


have nowadays 
with 
cork-lmndlod 


Franklin rackets, regulation balls, and 
a set of printed rules. 


Generations rolled by, however, be- 


fore the pioneers of tennis had them- 
selves carved ou stone slabs,' nnd still 
other ages before Gordian 111. and 
Marcus Aurelius Antoninus had coins 
struck, in honor of the Pythian Apollo, 
bearing devices which represented ath- 
letes serving and returning balls, and 
using thoir hands as rackets. 


Even at that early day it was found 


desirable to protect the hind by means 
of gauntlets, but it was not until the 
fourteenth century, so far as can be as- 
certained, that bats or rackets wero in- 
vented, and the game grew into some- 
thing not altogether unlike that which 
is played to-day. 


Tho regular tennis court of the mid- 


dle ages was a very elaborate afl'air, 
with divisions and galleries and rail- 
ings and "pent-house roofs," and a 
carefully laid stone pavement, all ol 
which mado it a very costly game to 
play, and only kings and the richest ol 
the nobility could havo tennis courts ol 
their own. These courts need not bo 
described here, but they were not un- 
like tho lawn courts of to-day in size 
and shape. 
At lirst thoro was a line 


stretched across the middle; then a 
fringe was added to this line, and by 
the beginning of the last century (A. 
D. 1700) the net was adopted much as 
at present used. 
The method of counting, too, was 


not unlike that followed in our modern 
lawn tennis.—Charles L. Norton, in tit. 
Nicliolas for June.

Capt. Clarence E. Dnllou.of the ord-

vcck for California, undor instructions 
Torn Maj. Parncll, director of tho goo- 
ogica! survey, to mako a study of the 
reological phenomena presented by tho 
Cascade Mountains, tho greatest vol- 
;anic range upon tho globe. 
Boforo 


MS departure Capt. Dutton linished tho 
iianuscript of his contribution to tho 
text annual publication of tho geologi- 
cal survey. 
The paper is entitled, 


Mount Tuylor aud the Xuui Platonu," 
nit, although it treats in detail of only 
'wo features of tho plateau region, tho 
lonclusions which tlieso nro mado to 
llustralo embody in the part tho result 
of years of study, extending over a very 
vido area. 


Of tho history of llio plateau region 


irior to tho carboniferous time ha says: 
'Littlo is Known iu h..i.Bt.t_. i_ ri-. 
alter part of this period tlio western 
lortiou of tho United States was a ma- 
ine area. If any laud existed it was 
of small client. Tho strata deposited 
at tho tinio disclose no plants or land 


uimals among their fossils, while ma- 
•iuo moliusca aro abundant. 
Tho WB- 


ers wero neither very deep nor very 
ihallow. Ia the immediately succced- 
ng geological periods, during tho dep- 
osition of iho pormian and jura trias 
strata, a curious , alternation of kind 
aud sea is found to have taken place, 
ho level surface of tho region oscillat- 
ngfroni a little above to a littlo below 
ca lovol. During its Reasons of elova- 
iou it supported exuberant forests, 
hrough. which roamed a highly-varied 
•eptiliaa fauna. 
Tho region appears to 


iavo subsided about, as fust as tho sedi- 
ments wero accumulated, thus prosorv- 
ng tho surface at nearly a constant 
ere), and it is surmised that tho oscll- 
ations may have been duo to variations 
n tho absolute position, of tho sea 
ovel. 


Whatever may bo tho explanation, it 


certainly is a most extraordinary fact 
that between 
H.OOf) and 4.000 feet of 


itrata wero accumulated upon an area 
of over 90,000 square miles, nnd yet tho 
surface of deposition was maintained 
hroughout at approximately tho samo 
cvcl. During tho cretaceous time thd 
alterations from blooming forests lo 
ihallow seas continued, but tho fossil 
•omaius of this time aro of greater va-- 
•ioty, and aro found in greater abund- 
ance. Early iu this period tho mollus- 
can fossils arc of tl.o marine typo, but 
n its upper strata thoy wero ol tho 
brackish-water type." 
Whence, tho 


author asks, came tho materials which 
;uii3tiUUc tho mosozoio strata of tho 
ivcst, covering nearly 1,000,000 square 
inilos to the average depth of moro 
than 3,500 foot. 
Tlio groat basin which 


las been enormously ravaged over an 
area of 200,000 square miles by cvasivo 
forces furnished a portion of the mate- 
rial, and possibly small land areas in- 
sular 
in character 
existed further 


south. 


But it is not crcbiblo thai those 


sources furnished one-hall the materials 
of tho mcso/.oic strata. Tho fact is gon^ 
from west to east, indicating a western 
orgiu, and tho author concludes that 
ihoy came from sonic great continental 
area, with a coast line many hundred 
miles long, with numerous rivers dis- 
chargiug sand and silt all along its 
ourse. 
Passing on to tertiary tinio, 


tho fossils of Hie early eocene strata aro 
'ouud lo bo still of tlio brackish type, 
jut aro replaced by fresh-water forms 
a littlo higher up. 
Thus, it is inferred 


that the complete isolation of tho pla- 
.cau 
province was accomplished at the 


jcgiuning of the tertiary time, anil its 
area became, in great part at least, a 
vast inland lake with an outlet. 


lu the eocene age the great mountain 


platforms, of the WasatcTi, Wintas, and 
llockies were upheaved and underwent 
rapid denudations. The resulting sedi- 
ments wero carried down into the lake, 
where they were deposited, sometimes 
to the depth of livu thousand foet. With 
Jio progress of eocmo time the lake of 
tho plateau region gradually vanished, 
the southern part being tho first to dry 
up, aud with its disappearance ended 
tho long period of deposition. The ac- 
cumulated strata reached tho thickness 
of 15,000 feet in the western part, an<J 
not less than 10,50H in the cast. 
At no 


time could tho surface of deposition 
have been very far from sea level. The 
progress of tertiary time witnessed tho 
slow elevation of the entire mountain 
and plateau region of tho west, and 
along with the denudation of the coun- 
try tho author traces tho 
geological 


history of the region down to its pres- 
ent condition, finding evidences of al- 
ternating periods of moisture and dry- 
ness, of great and sudden uplifts of 
great areas, and of slow and lon» con- 
tinued rising in others, and of toe de- 
nudation of immense tracts, and tho 
cutting of canyons by Iho waters. 


In the study of the Xuni Mountains 


ho finds reason for tho conclusion that 
the mountains of the west havo not 
been produced by horizontal compres- 
sion, but by the action of somo un- 
known forces beneath, which have lift- 
ed them up. 
Upon tho extensive pla- 


teau of which Mount Taylor is tlio cen- 
ter he linds ample confirmation of tho 
theory that Jho volcanic cap which onco 
covered so largo a portion of the region 
and which still tops so many extensive 
mesas, had its origin not In discharges 
from immense volcanic mountains hko 
Mount Taylor itself, but through in- 
numerable vents through tho sediment- 
ary strata. 
These evidences consist 


largely in Iho mirnerous hugo "nocks"' 
of lava, from tho vicinity ol which the 
sedimentary deposits havo been eroded. 
Those necks are the contents of once- 
existing funnels, through which tho 
molten lava was forced to spread it- 
self in a thin cap over the level country 
above. 
They explain the existence of 


tho lava-beds at the present time so far 
distant from tho nearest 
volcanic 


mountain as to preclude thp supposi- 
tion that tho two ever had any connec- 
tion.

among barbarians; but, at the present 
day, traces of it may be seen only in 
instances of "self-made men;" it dis- 
appears in their children, who, even 
if they inherit their parents' talents 
and capacities, are brought up, as a 
rule, in so much naso ana luxury that 
the germs of such talents are destroyed. 
Their lot in life is assured to them, so 
why need they exert themselyes? Thus 
they fail to cultivate tho qualities and 
tastes they may have inherited from 
their parents, and they and their de- 
scendants become in all points inferior 
to their ancestors who secured to them, 
by labor and industry, the privileged 
position they hold.

Sawing Out a Channel Above 


No. 1O. 


From an account in the Juno Cen- 


tury by Colonel J. W. Bissoll, of the 
Engineer Corps, who bad the work in 
charge, wo quote i\\p following: "The 
way through the submerged corn-field 
and the half-mile of road was easy 
enough, but when we reached, llie litn- 
ber llie labor of Hawing; out a channel 
commenced. The one steamer which 
had a powerful steam capstan was put 
in the lead, and the olbers having hand 
capslans were fastened single file in 
the rear, and then the six barges in 
like order, so thr/, Iho progress of tho 
first controlled all tho others. Captain 
Tweddalo took charge of the culling in 
front, while Licutouaul Randolph was 
fitting up the improvised gun-boats 
astern. 
About Ihrcc hundred men 


wore assigned lo each, anil 
Ihcy 


worked in relays without the slightest 
intermission from daybreak until dark. 


"First of all, men standing on plat- 


forms on small rafts cut off the Lrees 
about eight feet above Ihe water. 
As 


soon as a Iree was down, another sot 
of men, provided with boats and lines, 
adjusted about it a lino which ran 
through a snatch-block and back to t-ho 
steam capstan, and hauled it out of tho 
way; 
thus a partial cut- was made for- 


ward, tho lines always working more 
than two hundred loot ahead of the 
capstan, so as to have plenty of room 
for the saws. 
It took about four sets 


of lines to kcop paee.witu twelve saws. 


"When the space about the stumps 


allowed sufficient room; a raft about 
forty feet was lashed to a stump, and 
the saws set at work in a framo at- 
tached by a pivot and working in an 
arc as shown in tl^ sketch—two men 
working tho saws at opposite ends by a 
rope, and a fifth ou the farther side of 
tree guiding its leelh into tho tree. 
Where the stumps wero to close, or ir- 
regular, three yawl-boats wero used in- 
stead of the raft. 
No trouble w:is ex- 


perieuccd with the stumps a foot or 
less in diameter. With the larger ones 
it was different; the elms spread out so 
much at the bottom that the saw al- 
most always would run crooked and 
pinch. If it commenced running up, 
we notched the top and sot tho frame 
farther in; if down, we put in powerful 
tackle, and pulled the top of the stump 
over. 


"Hero was whore the ingenuity of 


officers and men was exercised: as the 
saws wero working four and a half feet 
beneath the surface, and the water was 
quite turbid, the question was how to 
ascertain what was interfering with 
the saw, and then to apply the remedy, 
But I found Captain Tweddale equal to 
the most obstinate stump. I think two 
and a half hours was tho longest time 
evor expended upon any one, while 
about that number of minutes would 
dispose of some small ones when the 
saw was ready. Ia all it took eight 
days to cut the two miles,"
